The house today received an $81,- 
221,330 interior department supply 
bill from its appropriations com 
mtttee. 
Carrying $990,000 for, the new 
bituminous coal 
commission as 
well as funds for other new activ- 
ities in the -next fiscal year, the 
bill was $4,179,754 larger than the 
present year's measure ' but $1,- 
721,000 under budget estimates. 
The war minerals relief commis- 
sion, allowed $13,600, and the pe- 
troleum administration to admin- 
ister the Connally "hot oil" law, 
with $300,000, were other new ac- 
tivities provided for. Of the grand 
total in the bill, $825,000 was to 
help support the interior depart- 
ment for the current year.

INSURGENT GROUP NEUTRALITY 


NOT BELIEVED NEW YORKER 
WOULD ACCEPT NOMINATION 


FOR PRESIDENCY

NEW YORK, Jan. 27,— (5V- Al- 
fred B. Smith, in the opinion of 
his close associates, would not 
accept the nomination of 'any pos- 
sible insurgent ''democratic group 
for the presidency. 
There were 'many Interpretations 
placed today on the opening words 
of his address Saturday night at 
the American Liberty League din- 
ner in Washington, in which he 
said: 
"I am not • a candidate for any 
nomination by any party at any 
time, and what Is more I do not 
intend to even lift my right hand 
to secure any nominations from 
any party at any time." ' 
There were some who likened 
his statement to the famous "I do 
not choose to run" remark of Cal- 
vin Coolidge before the 1928 re- 
publican convention. This group 
points out- that Smith left the way 
open to be drafted; that, in ef- 
fect, all he said was that he would 
not actively seek reonmlnatlon for 
the presidency.

'But in the narrower circle of 
thoss close to the former gov- 
ernpr and 1928 democratic presi- 
dential -nominee, it was emphati- 
cally believed that, he not only 
would 'not be a candidate but 
would refuse to be drafted, 
That Smith '.opened the way 
for a major split in the demo- 
cratic party, no one denies. But 
neither Smith ;; nor any of the 
other anti-new deal democrats are 
able at this time to. estimate what

. Haying opened the way. Smith, 
his close friends say, would not: 
and could not walk out on such

Stephen'* 
father 
aided

type. With the exception of two 
years spent at Athens Academy, 
some restless months at Jeffer- 
son College and the period from 
1846-1850 when, he was employed 
as a bookkeeper in Cincinnati 
by his brother Dunning he - spent 
most of his life In. Pittsburgh. 
His musical talents appeared 


at the age of six. .His first r«- 
corded attempt at 
composition 


"Tloga Waltc" 
occurred 
about 


1840. 
More promising was 
the 


sentimental song, "Open Thy'Lat- 
tice Love," which he wrote In 
1842. Significantly enough he be- 
came the star performer of; "The 
Spain Society," in negro minstrel 
jingles. 


Foster's 
technical 
equipment 


was very slender 'but it sufficed 
for his purpose and was sup- 
ported by his ear for imperfec- 
tion In first Ideas. 


With his determination to be- 


come a great composer came the 
equally important decision , to be 
married. 
He was 
married 
to 


Jr.ne McDowell, but after a few 
years they were separated and 
he moved to New Tork. 


In 1850 the popularity of his 
songs prompted Foster to derive 
a living from professional song- 
writing. During the next 
four 


years his vogue spread with In- 
credible rapidity, but 
also 
by 


then he had practically sung his 
song, though half of1 his 175 com- 
positions, generally of his own 
words were yet to come. 


Works of Foster. 
Henry B. Sikes • gave the fol- 


lowing discussion of Foster's com- 
positions: 


When Stephen Foster died, al- 


most unrecognized, a patient In 
a charity hospital, one item in 
his.- possession 
escaped 
official 


notice—a little purse, containing 
38 cents and a slip of paper with 
five penciled words, "Dear friends 
and gentle 
hearts." No 
doubt 


this was to be the title of a song 
yet to be written, but whatever 
its Intent, the phrase 
describes 


quite perfectly the dear 
friend 


and gentle- heart who added, "Old 
Folks at Home" .and 
a 
doxen 


other 
immortal 
songs 
to 
the 


world. 


One of these songs, "Old Black 


Joe," 
written to fulfill a prom- 


ise to an old negro servant, is a 
melody that finds a response in 
everyone's heart. 


"My Old Kentucky Home" did 


not 
gain 
immediate 
popularity 


with audiences in Foster's day, 
but today it is loved as the fin- 
est of his sentimental 
lyrics. 


Popular in its day and still 


making its appeal to modern au- 
diences is 'that glorious bit of 
nonsense, "Oh! Susanna," which 
shows a side of Shephen Foster's 
nature that became less apparent 
as he, grew, more 
introspective 


In hlr" later years. The very lilt 
of the song was catching, so con- 
tagious that everyone In Amer- 
ica was singing it before he 
realized what he was singing. 
The Germans, French, and many 
other nations made their 
own 


versions of 
the 
song. 
Bayard 


Taylor, writing in 1853 tells how 
he heard a wandering 
Hindoo 


minstrel sing "Oh! Susana" in 
Delhi. 


Theme gong. 
But what has made the song 


most typically an American folk- 
song is the use that was made 
of It by the forty-niners. 
The 


favorite song of the 
westward 


travelers en route 
and 
around 


the campflre at night was "Oh! 
Susanna," Maybe It was the care- 
free and jaunty lilt of the song 
that made it so appropriate, but 
whatever it was that endeared 
it to these pioneers, "Oh! Susan- 
na" is always called the "theme 
song" of the California gold rush, 
whether it is pictured in books, 
the movies, or on the radio. 


The significance 
of 
Foster's 
songs has been appreciated only 
in recent years. In his own day 
they were sung 
all over the 


world, but then they were- look- 
ed upon as mere popular songs 
of the moment, destined to the 
early oblivion that awaits most 
of our modern balladry. 


Many of the songs 
are 
now 


80 years old and the 
best 
of 


them are more alive than ever. 
Within the last quarter of a cen- 
tury musicians, as well as lay- 
men, have come to realize they 
are a genuine folk expression, 
that Foster assimilated the na- 
tive influencr with which he was 
surrounded and gave them an 
expression that was natural and 
unaffected, spontaneous, and ua- 
man jfactured. 


Nor are Foster's 
best 
songs 


merely a folk expression. 
They 


reflected the character and tem- 
perament of the man who wrote 
them, and In the 
same 
sense 


they are an art product The 200 
songs and compositions that Fos- 
ter wrote, the best and the worst 
form an autobiography of 
the 


man who 
wrote 
them. 
With 


Stephen Foster the love of home 
and the companionship of his 
parents, his brothers and sisters, 
his strongest emotions. He was 
thoroughly 
miserable 
when he 


was away from the friends of 
his -'outh. The nonsense 
songs 


show a laughing Stephen, con- 
vivial amd buoyant, sometimes 'a 
leader and sometimes led. Tne 
person who understands Foster's 
songs will have no difficulty in 
understanding Foster. 


Fosteriana. 


"Fosteriana" was the subject of 


the last talk by the students, 
given by Mary Rose Bonner.

Although many 
of Foster's autographs are un- 
likely to be found, one can never 
tell what- a forgotten chest or 
dusty attic may yield. 


A few years ago. In 1930, Jo- 
slah K. Lilly, a retired manufac- 
turer of Indianapolis, purchased 
some records for a sound-repro- 
ducing machine 'which had been 
Installed In a little stone build- 
Ing that lay on his estate, a 
building originally erected a few 
years before to house a pipe '•or- 
gan. Among the records for the 
phonograph was an album con- 
taining a number 
of 
Foster's 
songs. A lover of Foster's songs 
since childhood, 
Mr. Lilly was 


more delighted with the old fa- 
miliar melodies. 


Musical- friendship became anew 


and after this Mr. Lilly collected 
many things concerning Foster 
and placed them In this 
small 


house and called It "Foster Hall." 
On It Is inscribed "Let no dis- 
cordant note enter here." ' 


In one part of this hall Is for 


the purpose of keeping records 
about a man that has been dead 
for seventy years, Stephen Collins 
Foster. 


We also find that Kentucky has 


had its share in honoring Foster. 
In 1922 the state formally ac- 
cepted the offer of a few. of its 
citizens who had subscribed to 
a- fund to purchase the Rowan 
mansion at Bardstown, and since 
that time thr state has maintain- 
ed the house and grounds of "My 
Old' Kentucky Home" as a mus- 
eum. 


There are statues and monu- 
ments In other parts 
of 
the 


country. In Fargo, Georgia, the 
source of the Swanee river is 
marked by a granite shaft un- 
veiled in 1928, the gift of Charles 
J. Haden. 


There are clubs, organizations, 


and Individuals all over the coun- 
try that are honoring Foster.

sacrifices himself and works for 
the Interest of others.

been truly said that "Life is to 
be fortified by many friendships, 
to love and • to be loved Is the 
greatest happiness of existence." 
Then we may' say that love Is an 
outstanding element In life. 


Worship Necessary. 
I believe that worship Is the 


remaining part- that makes up 
the life of man. Worship Is a 
permanent and necessary prlvll- 
edge of the 
human spirit. The 


forces that make soldiers steadier 
and bolder when they can touch 
shoulders may also magnify the 
timorous but Insistent Impulse to- 
ward worship. For the crowd is 
not simply gathered together here 
but gathered. together 
In 
the 
name of Christ, under the lead- 
ership ' and unifying Influence of 
a revered personality. Let wor- 
ship rule • over worldly things. 
There Is much truth In the say- 
Ing, 
"Feast, and your halls are 


crowded; fast, and 
the 
world 


goes by." This should not be the 
stand that we take in life, but 
we should1 try to make it a bet- 
ter place to carry on life by ex- 
alting the four things that I have 
mentioned—work, play, love, and 
worship.

Important factors In creative liv- 
ing Is what I have received from 
my public school education—fac- 
tors of more Importance than all 
textbook facts. 
Let us alt real- 


ize that "We are not; we are be- 
coming," and ,ln becoming the 
men and women of our Ideals,, let 
us not forget work, play, love, 
and worship, for by 
work 
we 


achieve creation; by play, recre- 
ation; 
by love, Inspiration; by 
worship, exaltation.

I ask you to 
test your propositions just like a 
master mechanic Inspects 
his 
aeroplane motor, and then believe 
In them. Do not be a cog In a 
machine, and be content to teat 
the bolts, wires and mechanism, 
but have the courage also to rise. 
Every great deed • Is done by a 
man who has great faith," the 
speaker declared. 
He named Columbus, Lincoln 


and Roosevelt, as men of faith 
and courage.

The fourth and last armor piece 


was love. 
"By loving your neighbor, your- 


self and He who first loved you," 
Mr. McPhall declared, "you then 
have the full armor of God. Tou 
may not be able to climb the 
highest peak or swim the deepest 
channel, but you will thereby bo 
enabled to go forth with confi- 
dence, and In the end you will 
have been a success in the fullest 
sense of the word, and your life 
will have been an Inspiration."

Two fires outside of the city of 
Corslcana with losses estimated 
by fire department officials be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000, along 
with several grass fires, caused a 
very busy 24 hours for the loca!

After a series of grass fires In 
various parts of the city early in 
the afternoon, they received a call 
for assistance 
to the residence 


of J. I. Brown, dairyman, living 
about three miles north of Corsi- 
cana on the Emhouse road. The 
house was destroyed by fire of 
unknown origin, but firemen were 
able to prevent spread to adjoin- 
ing buildings.. Loss on the house 
was estimated at $2500 and $1500 
on the contents, partially covered 
by Insurance. 
About 6:45 Friday night the de- 
partment was called to the rock 
quarry officials with the destruct- 
pany, about 10 miles south of Cor-' 
alcana on the old Rlchland road- 
Sparks from a welding torch land- 
ing In debris were credited 'by 
puarry officials with the destruct- 
ion of the five-story crusher tower, 
along with electric motors and 
other equipment.

KANSAS CITY, jan. 24.—(#)— 
Federal District Judge Merrill E. 
Otis ruled today the new Frazler- 
Lemke farm moratorium law was 
constitutional. 
Judge Otis' ruling was contain- 


ed 
In a memorandum opinion 
handed down In the case of Al- 
bert D. Bennett, a Caldwell coun- 
ty, Missouri, farmer who applied 
In federal court for a moratorium 
of his debts under the act. 
A secured creditor of Bennett 


had moved for dismissal of the 
farmer's petition on the ground 
the . act was unconstitutional. 
The 
law 
under 
consideration 


of the court was the amended 
Frazier-Lemke act passed by con- 
gress as a substitute for the orig- 
inal 5-year moratorium act which 
the U. S. Supreme Court- declared 
unconstitutional. 
The high court 


ruled the original act was Invalid 
because It deprived secured cred- 
itors of their property without 
due process of law. 


The amended law gives farmers 


a 3-year mortgage moratorium. 


The amendment of the act last 


August, said Judge Otis, made the 
legislation constitutional.

United States,

Switzerland, Italy and the 
Scandinavian countries. Ap- 
parently this is not the case. 


E. W. Allen, vice presi- 


dent of the General Electric 
company, attending a con- 
ference of lighting and ap- 
pliance ' executives, 
refers 


impressively to the progress 
in America toward making 
electrical service available 
to farmers, in contrast with 
the "muddled state which 
characterizes rural electrifi- 
cation in Europe." 


Some parts of Canada, as 


it happens, have been ahead 
of most sections of the Unit- 
ed States, particularly the 
province 
of 
Ontario. But 


with the energetic expan- 
sion shown in recent years 
in this country, especially 
the new drive to give farm- 
ers the same electric facili- 
ties as city dwellers, it be- 
gins to look as if the coun- 
try will be pretty complete- 
ly electrified in the 
next 


decade. It can be, no doubt, 
if public and private efforts 
can co-operate and supple- 
ment each other. 


"Pretty complete electri- 


fication" applies only to the 
extension of service wires 
carrying all the power im- 
mediately required. No lim- 
it can be assigned to the. 
quantity of electric equip- 
ment required in the future, 
and the quantity of electric 
current that'equipment will 
consume. The market for 
both equipment and power 
seem likely to surpass '.ill 
estimates. 


HIGHWAY CONFUSION 


Barney Oldfield, former 


automobile racer, has start- 
ed on a national safety ed- 
ucation tour sponsored by 
a motor 
corporation. He 
tells attentive youngsters in 
school safety . patrols what 
he believes would irjiprove 
traffic conditions. 


In a trip through 10 or 


12 states and 25 large cities, 
Oldfield says, a driver runs 
into about as many differ- 
ent traffic codes as towns. 
Signal lights may be over- 
head, straight ahead, to the 
right, to the left, or even 
on the ground. 


Variations in speed limits 


and stop-and-go lights are 
even more dangerous. Speed 
is regulated arbitrarily in 
some places and left to the 
discretion of the. driver in 
others. In some cities amber 
lights mean stop. In others 
they mean .go. Red lights 
usually mean stop, but may 
also mean turn to right. 
I There are some old-time 
regulations still on the traf- 
fic books, left over from the 
old days. One of these pro- 
hibits a motorist from enter- 
ing a city until he has em- 
ployed some one to proceed 
him on foot or horseback 
with a warning signal. An- 
other stipulates that 
two 


motorists approaching 
an 


.intersection must come to a 
complete 
stop 
and 
that 


neither can start again un- 
til the other has proceeded. 
That is a scheme worthy of 
the White Knight in Alice 
in Wonderland. 


Obviously only confusion 


can result from such dis- 
agreement. Uniform traffic 
regulations should be adopt- 
ed by all the 
states 
and 


cities, says 
Oldfield, 
but 
that won't happen soon. 


In the mean time there is 


one helpful rule every sen- 
sible driver can apply for 
fend to himself. It 
is the 


golden rule of motoring— 
"Do unto others as you 
would have others do unto 
you."

There is said to be no 
cure known, when once the 
disease has begun its rav- 
ages in the body. 


A fresh inquiry started 


by a congressional

Some way is 


probably known, or discov- 
erable, whereby wqrke'rs in 
such an environment can be 
protected from this partic- 
ular "occupational disease," 
Some cure, too,' may 
be 


found for 
victims. Mean- 


while one big fact cannot 
be overlooked. As long as 
such industrial hazards to 
life and health exist, indus- 
try is under obligation not 
only to guard against them 
as well as it can, but to pay 
for the human loss involved 
just as it pays for inanim- 
ate machinery^ worn out..

NEGROES DID NOT PLAN 


ATTACK ON GUARDS 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 25.— 


«•>—A grand Jury investigation of 
.the fight .between "Scottsporo" ne- 
groes and officer* neat Lacon 
which left O*le Powell, one o: 
the nine defendant*, In'grave con- 
dition in a hospital here, will be 
called at Decatur Feb. 17, Solicitor 
Melvln Hutson announced today. 


As the Solicitor determined the 


date of the, official inquiry into 
happenings on 'the highway be- 
tween Decatur and Birmingham 
new conflicting statements were 
added to the picture of events 
In the fight.

Sheriff Edgar Blalock "after Mr

This was directly contradicted 
by Sheriff J. Street Sandlln, driv- 
er of the automobile, who said 
"not a word had been said for 
ten miles" before the attack- 
Wright, interviewed In his cell 


here, denied having a knife and 
•aid Powell "found'*, the 
knife 
used on Blalock In the'. Decatur 
jail. Powell *aid last night he 
purchased the knife, "for. thirty 
cents 
from 
a 
negro 
named 
Ernest." Wright denied any par! 
of the fight. 


Sheriff Sandlln who ahot Pow- 


ell In the head after Blalock had 
been wounded, pursued an In- 
vestigation of events at Decatur 
before th« negroes left there . for 
Birmingham, after a statement 
that "white persons" plotted the 
attacks. 


Powell'* condition 
was 
an- 
nounced a* "fair, unchanged" at 
the hospital here where he was 
given an "even chance." Blalock 
was not seriously wounded, but 
remained under care of a phy- 
sician at hi* home in Decatur 
today. 


Captain Potter Smith of the 
state highway patrol rounded up 
detail* of the case for presenta- 
tion to Governor Bibb Graves, but 
he would not comment pending 
his report. 
National Guardsmen 
remained 
on duty throughout the night, but 
were not called out 
The streets 
in the vicinity of the hospital 
where Powell lay were virtually 
deserted, and the police guarc 
potted over the negro on orders 01 
the governor had nothing to do.

Thomas E. Knight, 
Jr., special prosecutor, took is- 
sue promptly with statements of 
Norman Thomas, socialist lead- 
er, the Scottsboro Defense com- 
mittee and the International Labor 
Defense reflecting on the sincer- 
ity of Alabama officers.

MANUFACTURE OF NEW WOOLEN 
LIKE GOODS FROM RAYON WASTE 


ANNOUNCED BY GEORGIA TECH 


ATLANTA, Jan. 24.—(*>—Devel- 
opment of a process for manufac- 
turing: a new production closely 
resembling woolens from rayon 
waste was announced today 'by 
the Georgia School of Technology. 
Professor W. Harry Vaughan, 


director of the institution's en- 
gineering experiment station, in 
describing the research carried 
on under .the direction of Profes- 
sor C. A. Jones, said socks and 
dress goods of the new yarn, 
possessing none of the silk-like 
appearance of rayon, already have 
been made and successfully dy- 
ed. 
Suitings and other woven 
and knitted materials were de- 
clared to be 'entirely practical. 
"It Is the first time, 10 far 
as we know, that 100 per cent 
rayon waste 
has been utilised 


by cotton mill method* to form 
a marketable article," Professor 
Jones said. 


'He' estimated approximately:' 10 
per cent ; of the raw material 
going into rayon plant* become* 
waste.

A production similar to the new 
wool-like substance I* now being 
made in some -plant* out of fin 
Ished rayon, produced especially 
'for the purpose, Professor Jonei 
said, but add«d 'that the cost! 
of 
finished 
rayon 
Is two or 
three times that of waste. 
Professor Jones *ald the new 
waste-yarns can be manufactur- 
ed at a fraction of the cost of 
wool, hey have a hairy, wool] 
feel, but ar* slightly below woo 
in insulating .properties, due to 
less air space between the fibers 
"Chemically the yarns, 
differ 


from both wool and cotton," he 
said, "and open up wide possi- 
bilities in new dying effects such 
as checks and .stripes." 


Explaining the Georgia Tech 
experiments, .Professor Jones said 
"Rayon wast*, was shredded 
chemically treated, lapped am 
carded before being formed into 
a slender roll of fibre. 
. "After that the process was 
the same as that.used in cotton 
mills."

HOW TO AVOID COMMON 


ERRORS 


The period for the filing of 


income tax returns covering the 
calendar year 1935 begins Janu- 
ary 1 and ends at midnight of 
March . 16. March 15, the usual 
close of the filing period, this 
year falls on Sunday, allowing 
taxpayers an additional day of 
grace, which, however, It will be 
to their interest to disregard. To 
file early is of mutual benefit 
to the TJovernment and the tax- 
payer. Within this 
period 
are 


filed annually millions 
of 
In- 


dividual income-tax 
returns, 
a 


large proportion of which report 
income subject to the tax. The 
latter contain a considerable per- 
centage of errors, which if un- 
corrected by the audit would re- 
sult to the disadvantage of the 
taxpayer. Many are 
errors 
of 


computation easily discovered on 
the face of the return, which 
usually is accompanied by a pay- 
ment of more than the amount 
of tax due. In other returns It 
is readily discernible' that the 
taxpayer has failed to take ad- 
vantage of the personal exemp- 
tion, credit allowed for depend- 
ents, or deductions from 
gross 


income to which he is entitled. 


To avoid these and other er- 


rors, the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue urges 
careful 
reading of 


the Instructions on the forms for 
filing- the returns. Additional In- 
formation, if needed, may be ob- 
tained at the office of a col- 
lector of internal revenue, deputy 
collector, or an Internal revenue 
agent in charge. Also, as a fur- 
ther aid in the preparation of a 
correct income-tax return for the 
year 1935, the Bureau has pre- 
pared a series of short news- 
paper articles, of which this is 
the first, advising the

New Bonus Measure 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27— (IP)— 
Highlights of the new bonus law: 
Bonds would be issued in $50 de- 


nominations to pay In full next 
June the 1945 maturity value of the 
20-year bonus certificates Issued 
In 1925. Cash would be paid for 
odd amounts not covered by bonds. 
Bonds would be lor full value, 
minus loans against certificates 
and unpaid interest accrued before 
October 1, 1931. Interest after that 
Is cancelled. 


Veterans may cash at any local 
postofflce all or part of their 
bonds, but if they do so the first 
year they receive no interest. 


They may hold the bonds for as 
many as nine years and receive 3 
per cent simple interest annually. 


Veterams who haven't applied for 


the bonus may continue to do so. 
Ultimate cost: $2,491,000,000 In- 


cluding an appropriation author- 
ization of $2,237,000,000 and $254,- 
000,000 in convertible bonds in the 
adjusted service certificate fund.
